DX'ers-BEWARE 


@ I know it's not news that first class stamps now cost 20 cents each. Did you 
know,«however, that International Reply Coupons went up to 65 cents. (When you turn in 
an IRC you only get 40 cents back - but no_one does this. Instead they are just passed 
on to someone else as international postage in much the same fashion as money.) For 
those of you that don't know, an IRC prepays the basic surface postage from one country 
to another. Another point for you QSLers. Don't use those non-denominated "C" series 
stamps (which are worth 20 cents) on international mail. Foreign countries, including 
Canes and Mexico, won't honor them and your mail will be returned. One bright point. 
There was no increase in international postage (other than first class for-Mexico- and- - 
Canada going to 20 cents.) Post Card QSLs now require 13 cents postage domestically.

@ How much is an "S-Unit"? There seems to be a difference of opinion on this. The 
ARRL Radio Amateurs Handbook says, "No particular standard has been adopted by the 
industry ....... an S meter is a relative-reading instrument on most amateur receivers. 

However, during World War II at least one receiver manufacturer used 50 microvolts for 
S-9 and each S unit below S9 was supposed to be equivalent to 6 dB." Well that WWII 

maker was pretty much on target! At the May 1981 conference of IARU (International 

Amateur Radio Union) Region 1, the region recommendations for S-meter standards are: 

1. Each S-point is a level difference of 6 dB. 


2. Below 30-MHz S-9 equals 50 microvolts across 50 ohms. 
3. Above 30-MHz S-9 equals 5 microvolts across 50 ohms. (Thanks VE7BS)
